The Selectmen submit the foregoing as a full report of their 
transactions in managing the prudential affairs of the Town, for 
the year ending March 17th, 1863, except the sums borrowed 
and expended in accordance with the requirements of the Town, 
and the laws of the State, in rendering “State Aid” to the depend- 
ents of volunteers who have been mustered into the service of the 
United States. These transactions have been distinct from the 
ordinary affairs of the town, a full report of which, up to March 
1st, 1863, will be submitted to the town in writing, on the day 
of the annual Town Meeting. 

The cordial co-operation of the citizens of the town, in the un- 
sual and unpleasant duties of the Selectmen, in making the extra 
enrollment of militia for the proposed draft, and in filling the 
several quotas of the Town,as required by the various orders of the 
Governor and the votes of the town,is respectfully acknowledged. 

In relation to the heavy suits pending against the Town for 
some time past, we will say, that after full investigation of all the 
evidence in the cases, and after long continued negotiation, we, 
and the legal counsel of the town, aided and advised by men of 
large experience and of sound legal judgment and medical knowl- 
edge, effected a settlement which, we submit with confidence, was 
for the best financial interests of the Town, and the most advisable 
course, under existing circumstances, and as we believe and were 
advised, the means of saving to the Town the expenses of both 
parties for a jury trial, in which the Town must have taken the 
risk of their verdict, whatever might have been its amount.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Surivtsnitenctad School Co Committee eae ine the Town ef Hillsborough, ' 
1862—8, submit the following Report. And, in doing this it gives us 
much pleasure to state that we believe the condition. of our schools is 
improving. The teachers, in the main, have been superior in literary 
culture, and have exhibited a greater degree of earnestness in their av-- 
ocation than has been manifested in years past. Yet, there in much 
room for improvement. We believe we have paid the past year, higher 
wages than ever before, and we should have had better schools. In 
some instances we have given more than we have received. Let us 
have faithful, intelligent and energetic teachers—we. pay enough to 
have them ; and we can have them. 

Any one at all acquainted with the machinery of the school-room 
will readily acknowledge that the cheap and incompetent teachers cost 
us the most in the end. ‘They not only mislead the scholar, but-in the’ 
majority ef cases do what their betters are obliged to undo. This is 
particularly the case in reading; the pronunciation’ is imperfeet, the 
enunciation indistinct and the sound of the voice strikes the ear of the 
auditor in a rapid, continuous sing-song, monotonous tone, with no re-' 
gard at all to accent, inflection, emphasis. or punctuation. But this’is 
not the worst. Habits of idleness, whispering . and indecencies, with 
all the attending evils that follow in their train, creepinto school, mak- 
ing indelible impressions on the incipient mind; there is also a. mani- 
fest indifference to every thing that enriches thought, and asa necessa- 
ry consequence, the teacher fails to excite a single spark of energy or 
interest. We wish every teacher, where such a state of things exists, 
might have common sense enough to perceive that he had Rrouiht his 
‘‘wares” to the wrong market and the soonerhe vacated ‘the school- 
room the, greater the ‘benefit he bestows on youthful humanity. 

We again call the parents’ attention to the necessity of a more lib- 
eral supply of Texr Books; in too many instances one book serves 
two scholars. ‘This is at best poor economy. If parents would have 
their children give a good account of themselves, give them ‘‘tools” 
to work with. It seems to us that the’ pleasure’ derived, in watching: 
the unfolding of the mind and the development of those powers which 
- exalt a man so much above the brute, would fully compensate for any: 

expense rendered in this direction. ¥ 

We also invite the parents’ attention to the statistical table append- 
ed to this report; particularly to the amount of time lost by, ‘‘non-at- 

tendance ;” to the amount of ‘‘tardiness,” likewise. Thisis in part, no 
doubt, unavoidable, but not all. Parents can remedy this, and we res- 
pectfully ask them to do so, as a simple act of justice they owe their 
children. * 

Below we have given a brief report of each district separately. We 
have tried to render a true and just account of all, as we found them, 
We may have erred in judgment, for ‘‘to err is human ;” but we have 
endeavored to be just if not generous. 

Districr No. 1,—The people of this district have taken quite an in- 
terest in the subject of education during the past two years, which ‘is 
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manifested in the elegant new school-house they have erected, and the 
increased attention in visiting the schools. ‘This increased interest on 
the part of the people has awakened a corresponding interest in the 
pupils, and the schools take a creditable rank in order and improve- 
ment. The Primary department during the Summer term was under 
the charge of Miss Mary F. Gilchrist. ‘The school was large and dif- 
ficult to manage, but the teacher succeeded in preserving a good de- 
gree of order, and-the progress of the school was as great as could be 
expected under the circumstances. By her kindness and affability she 
appeared to have secured the good will of her pupils. 

The Winter term of this department was again intrusted to the care 
of Miss Fisher, whose reputation in this same department last. winter, 
and in the higher department during the summer term, was well sus- 
tained this winter. The higher department was again, very judicious- 
ly, put under the care of Mr. Warren McClintock, whose success the 
past winter was renéwed and verified during the present term. W. 

No. 2.—The Prudential Committee of this district was very fortunate 
in securing so thorough and persevering a teacher as Miss Newhall, who 
successfully managed this school both in the summer and winter terms. 
Good improvement was manifest in all the studies. W. 

No. 3.—The Summer Term of this school was taught by Miss Helen 
Grimes. This was the second term of Miss Grimes in this school.— 
She appeared to possess the affection and good will of the scholars in 
a high degree, and considering the short term of this school there was 
an evident advancement in the various branches attended to in school. 
The winter term, also short, was under the charge of Mr. Wm. Colby, 
an energetic, live teacher, who unconsciously imparts his own energy 
and promptness to his pupils. Improvement and progress were mani- 
fest in every department. W. 

No. 4.—This school was taught during the summer term by Miss 
T.izzie S. Gerry. She was particularly successful in obtaining good 
lessons and correct recitations from her pupils. The order was good 
and the progress of the school commendable. Miss Gerry says in her 
remarks in the Register that,—‘*the scholars all seemed to try by close 
application to their studies, and their observance of the rules, to make 
it a model school. Not one whispered during the term, or was tardy. 
Five were not absent one half day. The absence of the others was 
caused by sickness.” Weare pleased to bear testimony to this record 
as a worthy commendation to both teacher and pupils, inasmuch as the 
usefulness of many of our schools is destroyed by this baneful habit. 

The Winter termis under the care of Miss Sarah Rumrill, whose 
well-known experience in teaching 1s the best guarantee of hersuccess. 
She is thorough in her explanations and illustrations, and also in giy- 
ing the rationale of every step as the pupil advances. W. 

No. 14.—Both the summer and winter terms of this school were 
taught by Miss Emma F. Marcy. She is decidedly one of the best 
teachers, and:for her thoroughness in illustration and practical appli- 
cation of the sciences taught, she is not excelled by any. ‘ 

» No. 18.—Miss Leonora Clark had the care of this school: during the 
summer term. Thepupils made very good progress ina quiet way. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Emma A, Ryder, who appeared 
very well qualified in a literary point of view, and is destined to make 
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a good and useful teacher.. The order and discipline of the school, 
however, were not so good as we could wish. Yet the pupils mani- 
fested a good degree of promptness in their recitations,’ especially the 
classes in grammar and geography. 4 | 3 

No. 6.—Summer Term. Hattie E. Jones, instructress. This was 
~ Miss Jones’ first trial at school teaching. The reputation of this school 
heretofore has been such, that we had a great deal of m‘sgiving in re- 
gard to the result attending her efforts. But, being ‘‘forewarned, she 
~ was forearmed.” Fully comprehending the responsibility resting upon 

her, she in a quiet, unassuming way, conducted the affairs of the school 
in a most exemplary manner. . All the pupils, in the main, seemed very 
orderly—appearing to obey, rather through fear of doing wrong, than 
the fear of the punishment that might follow. ‘The only way a school 
ean be honorably governed, in our opinion. Here were taught all of 
the primary branches, with the most satisfactory result. We would 
note in particular the classes in Reading, Geography and Mental Arith- 
metic—these passed a capital examination, giving conclusive evidenze 
that they had been subject to the right kind of discipline. F. 

Winter Term.—Miss Augusta C. Barber, teacher. Miss B. fully 
sustained the reputation she had previously won as being one of our 
first-class teachers. Having a fountain of knowledge’ within herself 
and possessing the rare faculty of being able to impart to others what 
she has gained—none of her pupils could fail to make rapid progress 
who were willing to receive instruction. Following the true idea of 
teaching ‘‘one thing at a time,” the advancement was rapid and thor- 
ough, in all the studies. We have never visited this school when there 
was so much earnestness and enthusiasm manifested, as at the close of 
this-term. We would also notice in this place, to tne credit of those 
interested, the attractiveness of the school-room, so tastefully trimmed 
with evergreens, of the pictures and mottoes that adorned the walls and 
above all, the tidiness of the children and the marked improvement 
made in good manners. F. 

No. 7.—SumMer TrrmM.—Miss Franees C. Appleton, teacher. If 
the teacher had manifested a little more energy and ambition her ser- 
vices would have been more acceptable. If she ‘would be successful 
‘fin teaching the young idea how to shoot,” she must give herself a 
more thorough literary training; by so doing and studying the wants 
of ‘‘the times,” she will do better. | é 

Winter Term.—Miss Jennie M. Nesmith, teacher. The school 
this term was satisfactory. Good order, good discipline and good 
progress were prominent characteristics. The several classes passed 
an interesting examination. The parents displayed more interest. in 
this than in previous terms, as is shown by the Register. 

No. 8.—SumMer anp Winter Terms.—Taught by Miss Angeline 
Carr. Quietness and good order always prevail in this school. The 
children seemed studious and attentive, impressing upon the mind of 
the visitor the fact that they had been ‘‘trained in the way they should 
go.” Reading, grammar, geography and arithmetic were practically 
taught and the progress made in these sciences was commendable.— 
We regret that there was no attention given to Composition! an art 
too much neglected in many of our schools. | Children should be train- 
ed early in this—for ‘‘it is hard to learn old dogs new tricks.” F, 
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| No. 9.—Summer Term. Miss Josie M. Burnham, teacher. This 
-is a small school. Where there are so few! scholars we cannot expect 
that animation and earnestness which should characterize a large one ; 
still we were pleased with its appearance. The teacher though inex- 
_perienced, did well under the circumstances. The advancement. was 
commendable, and from this we judge that the efforts of teacher and pu- 
_pils were well directed, . 
Winter TermM.—Mr. Austin R. Crosby, teacher. Frum some cause 
unbeknown to us, only one-third of the children in this district receiv- 
_ed any benefit from the money expended this term. Here is a ‘‘screw 
loose somewhere.” Will those interested look to it? Itis bad econ- 
omy to pay a man extravagant wages and receive nothing in return. 
The three scholars that did attend school made good progress, and the 
others might if they had done likewise. F. 

No. 10.—Suumur Ter. Taught by Miss Allie E, Colby, From 
some cause there was less interest exhibited this term than in previous 
ones. .The teacher seemed kind and indulgent and evidently tried to 
do her whole duty. If with her: ‘‘rod of ‘love” she had oczasionally 
served the ‘‘birehen” one, the change would have been applicable and 
perhaps efficacious. 

Winter Trerm.—Miss Anna M. French, teacher. We have only one 
fault to notice in this school—the children were too- noisy. Pupils 
should be taught to be quiet and easy in their movements. Graceful- 

* ness is a very desirably accomplishment and where it is practiced in the 
_ school room it gives it a pleasing appearance. The usual studies pur- 
sued in our public schools were. practically taught, and the advance- 
ment made in them seemed thorough and complete. F. 

No. 11.—SumMeEr Trrm.—Taught by Miss Mary S. Dunbar. The 
_ character of this school was good. J:xamination was well sustained.— 
Time and attention had been given to reading with good sucess, and 
- a very considerable facility in distinct analysis and intellectual arithme- 
tic was exhibited. 

Winter TerM.—Mr, John L. Gerry, teacher. Mr. Gerry proved 
himself an efficient teacher, maintaining good order, thorough in’ in-* 
struction, and scccessful in advancing his pupils in their various stud- 
ies. A. 

No. 12.—Summerr Term. Miss Emma F. Cooledge, teacher. From 
the appearance of this school we judge that Miss C. may excel as a 
teacher. The government was good, the interest on the part of the 
children very fair, accuracy in recitations from text books commenda- 
ble, while the little ones had made considerable attainments in miscel- 
laneous knowledge orally communicated. 

Winter TermM.—Mary S. Dunbar, teacher, The school opened 
with fair prospects, and from its appearance, in order and_ general at- 
tention to the duties of the school-room, we felt assured that it. would 
be successful. Toward the close a cough of an epidemic character pre- 
vailed to such an extent, that it was deemed best to close the school be- 
fore the full expiration of the. term. Under, such circumstances, the 
teacher and scholars could not do justice to themselves, and fully ex- 

hibit the fruit of their labors. 

No. 5.—SuMMER AND WinTER Terms.—Taught by Miss Mary A. 
Johnson. ‘The discipline in these schools was nearly perfect. No whisp- 
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ering was noticed, ahd the scholars were respectful in deportment and 
very quiet in all of their movements. The schoolias a whole, appeared 
well in reading, and especially. so'in spelling. The class. in mental 
arithmetic showed that they had been held to a rigid analysis, of exam- 
ples, and the pupils in writtenarithmetic and geography gave evidence 
of\a familiar and pretty thorough acquaintance with these studies, so far 
as they had advanced in them. | A, 
No. 13.—Summer Trerm.—Miss Hattie L. Nelson, teacher... The. or- 
der of this scliool was better at the close than at its opening, which 
speaks well for the teacher. Class in. written arithmetic sustained a 
good examination. Intellectual arithmetic was not so. well sustained. 
Careful attention had been given to reading, and decided improvement 
made by the whole school. Allthe classes appeared to good advant- 
age in spelling. | 
WinTeR Term.— Mr. William A. Colby, teacher. An able, thor- 
ough and experienced teacher, and a fair disciplinarian. Possessing 
the necessary qualifications and the disposition to use them without stint, 
for the benefit of his scholars, his school ranksamong the best. A. 
-No. 17.—No school in summer. In winter Mr. Amos Colby, teacher. 
Mr. C. labored with assiduity to promote the advancement of his pu- 
pils, and gave general satisfaction. His school would have been much 
improved, however, by a more rigid discipline, and by exacting more 
thoroughness in recitations. . . 
“No. 16.—Both schools were taught by Miss Frances M. Butler. In 
the summer the school consisted of five scholars for a term of five weeks. 
For so brief a period the improvement was excellent. The winter term 
was conducted with equal success. 3 A. 
No. 17.—Summer Term. Miss Abbie J. Carr, teacher. This was 
a profitable term. Order good, deportment of the pupils correct, and 
the system of instruction progressive, At our first visit some fears 
were entertained in regard to the success attending the teacher’s labors, 
from the fact, that this was in her ‘‘own” district; but to our happy 
surprise and satisfaction, Miss C. succeeded admirably, both in the gov- 
ernment of the school and in imparting instruction. F. 
Winter Term. Mr. Augustus Hodgman, teacher. Here again we 
report a superior school. Many things contributed to make itso. A 
comfortable house, neat and tidy—interested parents, as the number of 
visits show—well disposed children, and a faithful, energetic teacher ; 
the latter was ‘posted up’ in all matters pertaining to the school room. 
By untiring perseverance of both teacher and pupil much was accom- 
plished, and in the right way. The pupils sustained a good examina- 
tion, showing conclusively that the lessons had been thoroughly studied, 
and the main ideas firmly impressed upon the mind. This was a model 
school. F, 
CONCLUSION.—Having thus given a brief summary of the schools 
in town, we feel that we shall not entirely fulfill our duty without mak- 
ing some general remarks on the subject of education. When we con- 
sider the universal provisions made in this State for educating the young, 
it seems a matter of surprise, that so few really good scholars graduate 
from our common schools. This should induce us as a community to 
look around and trace out the cause. It cannot be the want of natural 
ability, for we find that New Hampshire is well represented in all the 
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departments of science, literature, ‘arts, politics and religion throughout 
the world. It cannot'be the want. of opportunity, for in addition’ to 
our common schools, private institutions and academic halls are open 
in almost every village: Where then is the reason found? Is it in the 
natural or acquired taste of the child, while under parental discipline ? 
Or is it chargeable to the management of our public schools ? Undoubt- 
edly. both have an influence. That old maxim of the poet, though trite, 
‘is still true, 
‘Just as the twig is bent the tree ’s inclined. 

Where does the tender ‘twig’ of infancy receive its impulse of direc- 
tion so effectively, so permanently, as in the nursery, around the fami- 
‘ly altar and the sacred hearth stone? Itishere that the tender buds of 
affection first swell to opening,to be cherished into a full blown flower,or 
crushed by neglect. It is here that the first emotions of ‘‘hope, faith 
and charity,” heave the breast of the young immortal, to be encouraged 
and strengthened or thrust aside and blotted out by worldliness. It is 
here that dawning intellect is checked in its rising aspirations and for- 
ever obscured by the mists of surrounding ignorance, 

And too often these influences do not cease to operate when the child 
is placed in our public schools to complete those moral and intellectual 
developments commenced at home. | ‘
